Lifc Insurance Swindlers
Comntit Two Murders.

OPERATE IN MEXICO

Three Victims Lured There and
Posioned After Being
Insured.

CRIMES DISCOVERED LATER

Two Swindler-Murderers Apprehended
in Texas and Third Is Induced to Vis-
it United States Where He Is Ar-
rested—All Sentenced to Death,

New York, Nov, 23.—Details of the
ctime for which W, C. Richardson, C. H,
Harle, svd Willlam Mason, Americans,
have been semtenced to be shot at Chi-
huabua, Mexico, were furnished last
night by Attorney Harry H. Boltome, of
this city. The infliction of the death
penalty marks the end of an extraordi.
nary conspiracy lo cheat the New York
Life Insurance Company. Mr. Boltome
wan solicitor genernl for that eompany
when the murders jnvolved were com-
mitted, in 1002, The detalls of the
crime and the great detective story that
followed have never been printed before

Thie three criminals l’uuylll.rnmdiliun
and appealed  through  the  Mexican
courts for three years, Hurlburt was a
Righester lawyef who ran away W
Mexico with seven indictments over his
head for running & “divoree mill.” Mit
chell, alias Mason, was another Roch
ester lawyer, who followed him Iater.
With the help of Dr, Harle, of Chihua
hua, they poisoned with strychnine two
other Amerioans, whom they caused to
be insured In the New York Life and
collectedd §226,000 on the policies. These
twe Americans were Harry Mitchall,
brother of Mrs, Hurlburt and James
Devers, o broken down mining man,
Hurlburt, calling bimself C. T, Richard
son, wap the company's agent at Chi.

His Salary Was 8450 Per Annum, But
When New York Life Dropped Out,
It Was Reduced to 8300—Worked in
Interest of Companies, Not Officials

New York, Nov, 23 —Late this after.
noon Willlam S, Manning, referred to as
Senator Depew's “cantankerous friend
up the river” was examined by the Arm-
strong Investigating Committee, Man-
ning was the most interesting witness
of the day.

He detailed his work for the various
companies, testifying he was paid $450 a
year by John A, Nichols, to protect the
life insurance interests, always in the

An interesting part of his testimony
concerned the state insumnece investign-
tion of 1877. Manning said he found
reports of the proceeding, “garbled and
untrue.” He obtained a corrected report
from the official stenographer and had
a volume printed, which he sold to the
companies. He charged then $30 a
eopy.

He denied that he ever arranged with
the companies to stop the publieation
of the book,

Shadowed By Secret Service Man, He is Caught

TAKES GOLD FROM PLACER DUST REPLACING IT WITH SAND

Ater Operating Succesafully for Several Months, During Which Time He Stole
Gold Dust to the Value of Thirty Thousand Dollars from Minerals in His
Possemion, George Edward Adams, Cashier of Government Assay Office

at Seattle, and Prominent in Soclety, Is Found Out and Admits Crime,

Beattle, Nov, 23.—George FEdwards
Adams, seven years cashior of the Unit-
ed States assay office in this city, and
one of the best known young men in Se-
attle, is under arrest accused of the

theft of RI5000 in gold dust, to which
Jhe had aceess in an official eapacity,

Of this sum $12,000 was taken off Ad-
ams by a secrel service agent, who
claims that Adams made practieally a
complete confession, stating he had ab-
stracted more than $30000 from the
miners since June last, and substituted
black sand, to represent deflciency in
weight.

Shrinkage Was Too Large.

Adams was taken before the United
States commissioner this afternoon and
held in 830,000 bonds, to appear for pre-
liminary examination Friday. Seeret
Service Agent Connel, on the witness
stand, testified the shortage would ex-
ceed $35,000,

Connel in his statement said Adams'
method was to substitute black sand,
which exists in nearly all the deposits
of placer gold, for the dust turned into
the assay office to be weighed and melt-

ed. After the gold was melted, the
weight represented by the sand would
be charged to shrinkage, thus protecting
Adams from detection. The shrinkage
became o large, however, the depart-
ment’s attention was attracted and the
inquiries resulted in Adams arrest,
Delivers Over When Accused,

Connel states that when he accused
Adams, he deliversd over 812000 in cur-
remecy, concealed in a belt on his person.
He admitted selling dust to a local bank,
Connel says Adams told him that all
had been extracted since June 1, last.

The only statement Adams had to
make was: “I do not care to make a
detailed statement until I consult my
counsel. As cashier 1 handled no money.
I am confident I can within two or three
days straighten the matter up”

Jacob Furth and M. F, Backus quali-
fied tomight as bondsmen. Adams is a
native of Massachusetts and was ap-
pointed cashier of the assay office in
1808. He drew a salary of $1800, In
1904 he married Miss Emily Clary, of
this city, and the family is very promi-
nent in social circles,

New York, Nov. 23—Bubpoenas were
issued today for Johmn D. Rockefeller,
Henry M. Flagler, Henry H. Rogers, and
other fimanciers, to appear as witnesses
in two suits pending in Missouri, te
oust the Standard Oil Company, and
two other oil companies, from doing
business in that state,

The subpoenaes direct the wilnesses
to appear December 4, before Frederick
H. Sanborn in this ecity, appointed by
Governor Folk to act as commissioner
for the state of Missouri.

The ground of one of the actions is
an alleged pool or trust, between three
companies, to regulate the price paid by
the retail dealers in Missouri. It was
charged also, that the companies misled
the public into the beliel that they were
three separate and distinet corporutions.
The second suit is very similar to the
first.

DENANDED

Zemstvo Congress Insists
on Its Inauguration,

GOYERNMENT OBJECTS

Witte Considers It Impossible to
Grant Demand and His

——

ONLY WAY TO RESTORE ORDER

Congress Goes on Record as
the Principles of the Manifesto,
Laying Down Vote as Only
of Guaranteeing the Douma,

o

Moscow, Nov, 23 —By the scant ma-
ority of twenty, the Zemstvo Congress
today adopted the first section of the
program drafted by the executive com-
mittee, declaring the solidarity of Coa-
gress with the Principles of the Im-
perial Manifesto, and assuring the Gov-
ernment of the support of the greal ma-
jority of the Zemstvo's and the mumici-
palities in carrying into effect the liber-
ties promised by the manifesto, but lay-
ing down as the sole means of guaran-
teeing the authority of the Douma and
restoring order in the country, the elec-
tion of represemtatives by gemeral, di-
rect, equal and secret ballot, and the
formal granting of the first Doums the
power of elaborate constitution of the
empire,

The friends of Count Witte made a
stout fight agninst the provision of di-
rect ballot, one concession which the
Premier considers it impossible to grant,
but this provision was carrled over their
heads, by a two-thirds majority.

Gerard Not Finland's Choice,

8t. Petersburg, Nov. 23.—Although M.
Gerard is Count Witte's selection ms
Governor (General of Finland, he is not
the choice of the Finnish delegation
here, who prefer Prince Sviatapolk-Mir-
sky. Members of the delegation, how-
ever say the new general will be entire-
ly accptable to the Finnish nation. He
is & man of libernl views, regarded as
an authority on matters of jurisprud-
ence and it is believed he will make a
good administer,

TROOPS ARRIVING AT KIELCE.
